In the course of time that major ^Hl promoted 
colonel and took charge of tht regiment, touring 
his command God*s power was woinlcflully 
shown in the conversion of a number of the men, 
inehiding some of the worst of his command, 
when about 10 retire, the colonel sent for Howe 
to his q\iarlcrs and thanked him for the intlnence 
of The Solvation Army upon the regiment.

AT THE TAKING OF BLOEMFONTEIN 

Ensign Howe was in the South African cam-

BRITISH IMPORTS INCREASE 

STATISTICS issued by the Board 
of Trade for the month of March 
show that British imports increased 
by over forty-three million dollars' 
worth. The exports decreased, how- 
ever, by seventy-one million dol- 
lars' ^^orth. 

The increase in imports is made 
up largely of foodstufTs, the value oL 
which increased $37,500,000. Of this 
amount $22,500,000 wua uccounted 
for by importation of grain from 
the United States and Argentina, 
these countries sharing about equal- 
ly in the increase. The decrease id 
the value of exports was largely in 
niaimfacturcd articles and coal,

EMBOSSED Braille type for the 
blind makes a bulky Bihie. An 
edition of the British and Foreign 
Bthlt Society contains thirty-nine 
volumes which (ill a shelf seven feet 
long, and it costs twenty-live dollars 
to produce each set of volumes. Not- 
withstanding the heavy cost, the So- 
ciety publishes all or parts of the 
Bible for the blind in tliirty-five diL 
ferent languages. 

Most of ^he Tamil books for the. 
blind arc in Moon's raised type, 
Avhich :iTc larger and easier t£» £eei 
than Braille. In this type there are 
now seventy-sijc Tamil volumes, th- 
duding all the New Testament. 
Braille, however, is tnudi less bull? 
than Moon's system, and baa the\ad-- 
vantage that it can be written by the' 
blind on their frames.
